The indictment was returned in, 
the United States district court fors 
the district of Maryland and there 
were five counts, the paper being 
charged with publishing the tax re- 
turns of Daniel Willard, president of 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, Walter 
Newcomer, J. Cookman Boyd, Leon 
C. Coblens and Frank Furst. 

The indictment was drawn under 
the revenue act of 1924, which pro- 
hibited the printing and publishing 
of tax returns except as “provided 
by law.” 

The government holds that pub- 
lication of the returns in newspapers 
is not authorized by the statute.
